SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Private 126 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine depicts conduct of a degrading, dehumanising and demeaning manner, 
and the magazine's composition and text further degrades, demeans and 
dehumanises women. 

The magazine contains high quality reproduced photographs of sexual activity. The 
photographs are predominantly set within the context of photostories which offer a 
brief plot or setting for the activity and relationships. The text is printed in English, 
German, Swedish, Croatian and French. 

The women are presented as sexually insatiable sexual objects, who are available, 
almost solely, for male sexual gratification. There is a great deal of close focus on 
sexual body parts. Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) 
is overridden in relation to this magazine. This is due to the likelihood that, giving 
weight to s3(3)(a)(iii) and s3(3)(c) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993, the availability of the magazine would be injurious to the public good. A 
complete restriction on the magazine's availability is considered a reasonable limitation 
on si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
